proposed now to be liberal.

for instance, take the light near the May­ 
or's residence ami give it to his brother 
of the Fourth, as North Dixon seemed to 
complain of being in darkness.

osition was too frigid to be entertained 
However, the Electric Light Company 
being represented in the room at the time, 
by F A. Watson and L. Andrus, these 
gentlemen proposed to relieve the coun­ 
cil of its difficulty by giving the city three 
more electric lights at the low price of 
fifty dollars per year for each burner, one 
of which should bo placed at the Andrus 
residence, North Dixon.

ond, and Seventh streets; on Hennepin at 
Second; Peoria at Third; on First strai t 
at the Dement Homestead; at

ege campus, Second street.
